Mr. Bakkk opposed the adoption of the amend­ 
ment, and read in support of his position the report 
of the Committee on Public Buildings of the As­ 
sembly of the last session. He -ucgeu the Senate 
strongly to make a suitable appropriation for this 
purpose. 
Mr. Sa-* ter white moved to amend the amend­ 
ment by striking out $20,000 and inserting $5,000. 
He urged the adoption oi the amendment and held 
the sum to be sufficient. That was enough to im­ 
prove 28 seres. The principal result of the Normal 
School in the past had been to educate young men 
to the p rofesan of the law. 
Heuould not sec* how 
.they were going to expend $20,000 in the improve­ 
ment ol2S au-res. 
Mr. Bakf.r warmly defended the Normal School 
and iis usefulness. If the apprqpriation was reduced 
to $5,000 he would vote against the bill. He con­ 
sidered the original amount a very low one; 
the last sum mentioned was of absolutely no value 
as it would not make anytbiug like the necessary 
improvement. 
Mr. Sattsbwhitb said that the votes of the gentle­ 
men from Santa Clara to reduce the pay of attaches 
had probably Raved the State $5 or $<> a day for 100 
days, and now the Senators desired to vote away 
$25,000 to improve 28 acres uf laud in their own 
county. 
Mr. Cham: said that he had noticed the dilapi 
dated condition of the State property at San Jose, 
and he did not believe that $5,000 was sufficient, 
and he did not think $20,000 was extravagant. 
Mr. Davi> raid that in voting on large appropria­ 
tions oi thi> kind members should throw »side all 
outside influence. He had listened to the state­ 
ments of both Senators B iker and Satterwhite anu 
he did not think $5,000 was enough for this purp. sc 
He defended the State Nur nal School ami believed 
that 'a was an institution thought well of by the 
people of the¿3 ate. 
It was the poor man’s school, 
lie did not believe there was a Mate in the Union 
that supported a State Normal School at so little 
expense as this State does. The present condition 
of the yli.ee was An eyesore in the city of Sun Jose. 
Mr. 4&vck thought the matter bad been ably pre­ 
sented b bis colleague, Mr. Baker, and In* heartily 
concurred in what he had said iu regard to it. 
He 
thought the votes he had cast heretofore had estab­ 
lished fair j>odition as an economist, but he believed 
it was lUMvise to make an appropriation short of the 
n#ccssuy sum. He thought that every dollar «*f 
$2u,000 would be necessary to mala* the desired im­ 
provement' on Normal school Square, and he urged 
the adoption of the amendment offered by the com­ 
mittee at considerable length. 
Mr. Gour.vx confessed that from what he had 
heard he was in doubt which way to vote. He 
thought the m atter.should be put off until the re­ 
port of the Committee oil Public Buildings sliould 
be submitted. 
He wanted to see the appropriations 
as low :ls proper, but ur*t, too low*. 
Mr. B a k e r « a i d t h a t c o m m i t te e bad unanimously 
repert*i in favor of $20.000 i t this purpose. 
Mr 
JohxbcüN opiHised the amendment to the 
amendment. As a member of the Committee 011 
Public 
Buildings 
he 
had 
thoroughly 
exam­ 
ined the m attei. and wa* riginally in tavor of the 
$25,000 appropriation. The committee had been 
-orenomicuJly inclined ami amended it to $30,000. IL* 
thought iHat sum was little enough. 
Mr. JotCKSajK ropposed the amendment to the 
amendment. He.favored^akingappropriations fur 
S'ate buildings just as large as was necessary. He 
oomgntulated the oconomjcal Senators Satterwhite 
and Zuck o r their.division of sentiment in tfci« case. 
He.though tbc Senator who had been parsimonious 
aL* >ut a eltrit was simply frugal in regard to an ap­ 
propriation for an institution. • n his countv. Be­ 
fore the end of the session he ru’ght become reason­ 
able iiuegarid tom attsrs of appropriation for-other 
things outaiile of hi* county.

Senate Bill No. 6—An Act to prohibit the em­ 
ployment of Chin se by corporations, and to add a 
new section to the Penal Code (f.y Mr. Kane)—was 
tak<*n up and considered as in Committee of the 
Whole. 
Mr. Bak¿r was in favor of a bill < f this character, 
but was not in favor of the bill in its present form. 
Under this bill, if three Directors voted to employ 
a Chinaman, and two voted against it, the latter 
could be punished equally with the former, and that 
was unjust, 
lie moved to recommit to the commit­ 
tee, with instructions t«* amend in that partícula-. 
Mr. C o .n o e r favored tbc bill just as it was. It was 
only carrying out the new Constitution. 
Mr. Hi i tell moved to refer the bill to the Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary. There were grave legal ques­ 
tions in the bill. 
Mr. P a r d e e asked the gentleman if he believed if 
this law was passed it would be in accordance with 
the Constitution of the United States. 
Mr. IIirTELL did not think it would, and that was 
one reason he f avored the reference. 
Mr. Neumann did not propose to make a fool of 
hints J i by voting for a bill when be was satisfied 
that when it was presented to the Courts it would 
be thrown out at once. Hu favored the reference of 
the bill to the Committee on Judiciary. If a bill 
could be framed ‘O as to obtain relief on the Chinese 
question he would vote for it, but he did not want 
to enter into any irrepressible conflict with the United 
States authorities. 
Mr. J ohnson said he was in favor of the passage of 
this bill. He believed it to be constitutional and in 
accordance with the decision of the Supreme Couit 
of the United States in the so called Granger cases. 
This bill only carried out the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution. With the policy of such a measure 
the Legislature had nothing to do. 
By the adoption 
of the Constitution the people had made it im­ 
perative on the Legislature to pass this law. He 
did not commit himself to the wisdom of the meas­ 
ure, but he believed it to be the duty of the Legis­ 
lature to pass the law to carry out the Constitution 
and let the Courts decide upon it. He was opjioscd 
to the commitment of the bill unless it was with rn- 
structions to rejmrt in two days. 
Mr. N e u m a n n asked Mr. Johnson whether, if he 
believed the law was ir. conflict with the Constitu­ 
tion of the United fetales, he would vote for it. 
Mr. J 0HN8 0X replied that he wou’d, in order téiat 
the question might be settled definitely once for all 
Mr. Hittell urged the reference, iu order that it 
might be more ful’v examined. 
Mr. Baker believed the bill to foe constitutional, 
and was iu favor of the law*, but this bill was not 
yet properly guarded, and it ought to go tothe com­ 
mittee and be amended in the partió dar which he 
had mentioned. 
He withdrew his motion and fa­ 
vored the reference to the Committee on Judiciary. 
Mr. Davis favored the reference to the Commit­ 
tee on Judiciary. Though he hod not favored the 
new Constitution,¡he did not believe in legislation to 
make th:»'. Constitution odious. He bad no doubt 
that this bill was in direct violation of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. He moved to amend, 
that thecomndtte report on Thur lay niorung. and 
if the t ill could be perfected he v.ou d vote Í r It.

Mr. Cn v.-:: was in favor of the hili as it wae, but 
would v*»te for the reference if that would remove 
the objections of any of the Sen*.tors. 
Mr. Dickinson -aid that if ho became convinced 
by a fui I examination < f this bill that t was in con­ 
flict with the Coiibtituci >11 of the United States, he 
would be guided by his oath to support the Consti­ 
tution of the United States. He did not wish to pass 
an opinion hastily on .a matter of so much import­ 
ance, and he favored the refuronee. 
Mr. J ohnson again Insisted on the constitutional­ 
ity of the bill. He read from the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of Munu 
vs. Illinois, to show thst it was m accordance with 
the holding of thut Court. lie did not want to en­ 
danger the passage of the bill, and was willing to 
let it go to the committee if it came back at once. 
Mr. Conger took the some ground, lie wanted 
to see a test cose made anil taken before the .Su­ 
preme Court of the United States.

THE 
STATE ÍT0RWAL SCHOOL. 


I n th e Senate yesterday a debate arose 
upon a bill to appropriate m oney for the 
rise of the State N orm al School a t San 
Jose, and in the course of it several meir.- 
Txts expressed them selves as opposed to 
th e m aintenance of th a t institution, chiefly 
on th e ground th a t the yonn g men and 
women who were tau g h t there do not, as a 
rale, 
follow th e profession of teaching 
subsequently. 
W e have no doubt th at 
th e Norm al School has 
been far less 
efficient than it m ight have been in the 
past, hu t it does not follow th a t it would 
be wise to abolish it. 
If such a line of 
reasoning were followed 
w e fear th at 
th e argum ents in favor 
of 
abolishing 
L egislatures would sometimes he quite in­ 
surm ountable. 
T he chief use of trie N or­ 
m al School is as a nucleus. 
W e need a 
general educational reform , b u t it is im ­ 
possible th a t we should obtain it unless we 
ean provide for the scientific preparation of 
a teacher class. 
If, as lias lvcen proposed, 
a C hair of Education is added to th c Faculty 
of the State U niversity, this C hair would 
rind its natural complement in the Normal 
School. 
To introduce to tte r m ethods of 
teaching we m ust have better trained 
teachers, and to train them there m ust be 
some special institution. 
W hat therefore 
is needed is not th e abolition of the N or­ 
mal School, b ut its reorganization. 
It has 
fallen into discredit through the compara­ 
tiv e failure of the educational m ethods em ­ 
ployed in the public schools. 
To remedy’ 
this th e m ethods m ust be revised and im ­ 
proved. 
The great success of the Quincy 
School system was caused by the peculiar 
efficiency of th e Superintendent fortunately 
secured by the Board. 
I t should be the 
function of a rightly-conducted Normal 
School to prepare such teachers, and to 
seud them ou t fully equipped for, their 
w ork. 
I t is complained th a t m any young 
m en 
and women 
who 
pass 
through 
th e 
Norm al School do 
not take 
to 
teaching. 
B ut 
it 
m ust 
be 
realized 
th a t 
th e 
laborer 
is 
w orthy of 
his 
hire. 
and 
th a t 
it 
is 
unreasonable 
to 
expect 
any 
enthusiasm 
for 
the 
profession of teaching so long as th e local 
Boards of Education arc contending which 
shall m ake the boldest record for parsimony 
in educational m atters. 
W c cu t down the 
salaries of teachers to the wages of a day 
laborer, or even lower, and then w onder 
how it is th a t bright young m en and women 
are not a ttracted to th e w ork, and do not 
devote them selves to it. 
I t will have to be 
realiz -d th a t education is a science ; th a t it 
cannot be intrusted to untrained intelli­ 
gence w ithout the sacrifice of efficiency; 
th a t the best results cannot be obtained 
from any system unless inducem ents are 
offered to brains to engage in the w o rk ; 
th a t, in short, we m ust pay teachers well, 


o r m ake up our m inds to do w ithout good 
teaching. 
U nder a reform ed system the 
N orm al School ought to be a very useful 
institu tio n , and u n til it can be suen w hat 
i t is capable of it should be supported.

PARNELL’S 
VERACITY. 


W ithin th e memory of men not yet 
middle-aged, the name of Thomas Paine 
was, to the m ajority, a synonym for de­ 
pravity. 
To read his works w as to deliver 
oneself over to th e Prince of the powers of 
the Air. 
To defend his doctrine was to 
brand oneself as a reprobate and a blas­ 
phemer. 
The m an who openly avowed be­ 
lief in him was sh ran k from and avoided 


by all self-respecting people. 
If ever lie 
was m entioned in a pulpit it was in term s 
of em phatic loatning and aversion. 
W ho­ 
ever w rote of him in the public prints 
echoed th e calum nious fables which th e 
fertile invention of theological bigotry had 
coined. 
N othing was too bad to say of 


him. 
No contam ination was thought half 
so deadly as th a t which was entailed by 
fam iliarity w ith his theological works. 
A 
few years only have passed since the state 
of public opinion we have described was 
prevalent, b u t those few years have been 
prolific 
of 
intellectual changes. 
W h at 
progress has been m ade in th e direction 
of enfranchisem ent and liberalism is shown 
in the fact th a t last Sunday, in .San F ran­ 
cisco, the Itev. Dr. Stebhins preached a com­ 
m em orative serm on on Thomas Paine, in 
w hich he boldly and uncom prom isingly con­ 
demned the uncharitable judgm ent form er­ 
ly pas-:ed upon th a t author, and declared th at 
he had been “ m aligned m ost atrociously, 
“ through religious prejudice,” and th a t 
“ th e common religious opinions published 
“ w ith regard to Thom as Paine were not 
“ worth a straw .” 
Dr. Stebbins was of 
opinion th a t “ The Age of ileason" was a 
som ew hat crude bool:, bu t th a t it certainly 
was not w hat it had been represented by 
its opponents. 
Paine, lie observed “ was 
“ a T heist or Deist, and not a C hristian in 
“ the ordinary sense of th a t word. 
The 
“ d rift of the book was to attack th e doo- 
“ trine of a supernatural revelation, and 
“ especially th e doctrine of m iracles ami 
“ supernatural interferences. 
I t w as n ot 
“ atheistic. 
H e 
believed 
in 
a 
God 
“ and 
in 
a 
general 
Providence. 
He 
“ believed in virtue and goodness and hu- 
“ m anity, and he believed in im m ortality.” 
The tru th in regard to Paine is th a t he 
has long been left behind, and is to-day 
altogether too conservative to suit th e most 
progressive grades of m odern thought.. 
\ \ lioever will read carefully the article on 
“ Pessim ism ” in th e current issue of the 
A tlantic M onthly, or the recently published 
essays of the late Professor K iugdon Clif­ 
ford, or even so professedly theological a 
w ork as the “ Bible for Learners,” or any 
of th e w ritings of K uenen and his school, 
or the w ork entitled “ Supernatural Relig- 
“ ion,” or W . R. Greg’s “ Creed of C hrist- 
“ endom ,” or th e w orks of Strauss and 
Renan, m ust realize th a t the idea3 of 
Thomas Paine were m erely ten tativ e and 
tim id when compared w ith the iconoclastic 
doctrines of the present tim e. 


I t is no w onder therefore th a t the more- 
liberal among modern theologians should 
be disposed to review th e judgm ent of the 
last generation on Paine, and should weigh 
more fairly his economic and patriotic w rit­ 
ings, and lay less stress upon the hetero­ 
doxy of his religious views. 
As w hat 
bigots call an atheist, Paine has long since 
lost all title to prominence. 
W hereas he 
was a t the beginning of the century in ad­ 
vance of the age, he is now far behind it. 
T he positions which he held under protest, 
and w ith no assurance, have been estab­ 
lished so firmly by m odern scholarship th at 
it is no longer thought w orth tv hile to as­ 
sail them , and the current of free thought 
has rolled on past his landm arks so far th at 
they seem to-day to be little more than 
buoys floating in the open sea. 
Dr. Stcb- 
bins is correct in his criticism of “ The Age 
of R eason.” 
I t is unquestionably an im ­ 
m ature w oik. 
B ut nevertheless it is a work 
which contained tiie seeds of modern c rit­ 
icism, and so far as it w ent it was w ithin 
instead 
of 
being 
beyond 
th e 
truth. 
Tom 
Paine 
is 
no t 
a 
bugbear 
any 
longer, because he has been outgrown. The 
very churclus concede to-day alm ost as 
m uch as he claim ed, and w hether they con­ 
cede it or not, the people accept it. 
The 
“ Age cf Reason” was a far less aggressive 
and destructive book th an the “ Bible for 
Learners,” y et th e la tte r is w ritten by dis­ 
tinguished theologians, and is published 
professedly in the interest of religion. The 
supernatural, m iracles, everything th a t in­ 
volves superstition, is there frankly aban­ 
doned. and th e Bible is presented as neither 
more nor less th an a collection of en­ 
tirely hum an records and religious w rit­ 
ings, em bracing m uch th a t is m erely the 
error of ignorant ages, ar.d nothing which 
is nut capable, so far as it deserves accepta­ 
tion, of a common-sense aud natural inter­ 
pretation. 
W hen such a literatu re pro­ 
ceeds from theologians them selves, it is 
evidently tim e to rehabilitate Tom I’ainc. 
The tru th is th a t the w orld moves, and 
th at in nothing is th is m ovem ent so clearly 
exhibited as in the changes which less than 
a generation lias w rought in the attitu d e of 
civilized com m unities regarding religion.

I t looks as though Parnell had been 
«aught in a serious m isrepresentation. 
In 
his speeches a t th e Hast he has asserted 
th a t tlu M ansion H ouse Fund for 
the 
relief cf the distress in Ireland hail been 
appropriated solely to the benefit of tenants 
who had paid their rent, aud th a t all assist­ 
ance had been refaaed to the others. 
B ut 
th e M ansion House Fund Gom m ittee now 
declare positively th a t there is not a word 
of tru th in this statcm eut, and in support 
of th eir averm ent th ey publish letters from 
th e Rom an C atholic bishops and priests of 
th e distressed districts, expressing indigna­ 
tio n and astonishm ent at the charge, and 
statin g th a t th e funds have been devoted 
to th e relief of distress w herever it ap­ 
peared, w ith absolute im partiality. 
In 
th e face of th is positive aud comprehensive 
denial of his accusation it would seem 


n e c essa ry for Parnell to m ake a retraction. 
I t is not likely th a t bis unsupported asser­ 
tion will be accepted in preference to the 
oiSeial dee'aration of th e com m ittee and 
th e em phatic confirm ation of th a t decla­ 
ratio n by th e bishops and priests ; and by 
persisting in a story which appears to have 
no b e tter backing th an partisan malice he 
w ill certainly not strengthen him self in 
th e confidence of the Am erican people. 


The news of an intended increase of the 
G erm an arm y has been quickly followed by 
intelligence th a t Russia is about to im itate 
the exam ple set her. 
I t will be in order 
for France to fall into line shortly, and no 
doubt Italy will bring up the rear. 
I t 
looks as though 
Bism arck realized the 
em barrassm ents certain te result from this 
com petition, for the proposal m ade through 
tiie Cologne Gazette, his organ, th a t E n­ 
gland should take a positive and even 
menacing position in th e event of a Russo- 
French alliance, seems to indicate a desire 
to find some outside means of solving the 
problem of enormous m ilitary establish­ 
ments. 
I t is becoming apparent th a t the 
m aintenance of these great arm ies m ust 
of 
itself 
bring 
about 
war, 
after 
a 
certain 
point 
is 
reached. 
Disarm a­ 
m ent 
seems 
the 
only 
rational 
cure 
for the existing dangers, but disarm am ent 
m ust be general or it cannot be thought 
of, and the question arises, w hich of the 
Continental Powers is w illing to tru st the 
others, and next, w hich of them is pr<- 
pared to tru st its own people ? 
The sec­ 
ond consideration is not less im portant 
than th e first, 
European Governm ents, 
outside of England, fear the democratic- 
socialistic movement quite as much as for­ 
eign aggression, and none of them could be 
sure of being able to copie w ith th a t move­ 
m ent if standing arm ies were abolished. 
They perceive th a t a tim e m ight come 
w hen 
the 
people, realizing th eir own 
strength, w ould not only refuse to go to 
w ar for ideas, but would dem and also th at 
the governm ent should be m ade popular. 
Russia, G erm any, A ustria, Italy , all have 
this to fear am ong other things, and this is 
the m eaning of th e recent statem ent about 
Bism arck's endeavor to secure an accord 
among 
all 
the 
C ontinental 
Powers, 
for the suppression of 
Socialism. 
U n ­ 
d er th a t generic head are conveniently 
included all tendencies tow ards democ­ 
racy. 
I t Í3 th e dem ocratic sp irit which 
alarm s the representatives of autocracy and 
bureaucracy, and it is th a t spirit which 
they are now desirons of destroying by 


combination. 
I t will be difficult to obtain 


the consent of France to th is scheme, fur 
her ru h rs know th a t Bism arck is n ot in a 
position to m ake w ar a t this tim e, w ith 
R ussia m enacing 
his flank, and Italy 
doubtful. 
If France refuses to do w hat is 
dem anded of her, the accord cannot be ob­ 
tained, and in th a t event th e Em perors 
m ay conclude th a t foreign w ar is preferable 
to dom estic revolution. 
The chief ob­ 
stacle in the w ay of peace to-day is the 


Dem ocratic Phantom , and unless th a t can 
he exorcised it is scarcely possible th a t any 
proposal looking to disarm am ent will coins 
to anything.

Bills 
which run counter to the U nited States 
C onstitution and th e law s and treaties 
m ade under it, are introduced daily. 
Bills 
which 
arh 
im practicable 
and 
ridicu­ 
lous 
on 
th eir 
face, 
such 
as 
the 
one w hich the Assembly disposed of yes­ 
terday, providing for the enforced redem p­ 
tion of political pledges by candidates, are 
not less frequent, and are defended as 
laboriously. 
Day after day have been lit­ 
erally w asted in th e discussion of these 
futile m easures, and this w anton waste 
of tim e has been subm itted to, notw ith­ 
standing the fact th a t all the real w ork of 
the session rem ains to be done. 
If this 
happens w ith 
impossible 
legislation of 
th e m ost frivolous character, w hat are we 
to expect when really im portant m easures 
are brought forw ard? 
If days arc squan­ 
dered upon trifles, will weeks be needed 
for the discussion of w eighty questions ? 
C ertainly the outlook is not promising.

BURIED ALIVE. 


A case is reported from O ttaw a of the 
prem ature burial of a sm all-pox patient. 
Fortunately the m istake was discovered in 
tim e, hu t such escapes are probably rare. 
There is reason to believe th a t prem ature 
burials are really m uch more frequent than 
is generally supposed, th e fact being th a t 
the vital functions m ay be suspended in 
such aw ay th a t noordinary testw ill discover 
the least sign of life. 
The authenticated 
instances of recovery in cases of th is kind 
alm ost all relate to various conditions of 
w hat is called trance. 
In m ost continental 
countries custom or law prescribes exceed­ 
ingly hurried interm ents, aud when these 
are enforced th e risk ot prem ature burial Í3 
necessarily increased. Some years ago elab­ 
orate preparations were m ade in one of 
th e G erm an cem eteries to guard against 
this danger by keeping the bodies until 
th e signs of decomposition appeared, and 
by surrounding them w ith a system of 
signals certain to reveal th e slightest move­ 
m ent. 
No results w ere obtained by tiiis 
experim ent, so far as we are aware, but 
this negative testim ony cannot be held to 
invalidate 
the 
theory th a t 
prem ature 
burials may’ and do o c cu r; because the 
evidence for th eir occurrence is indisputa­ 
ble. 
The horrors of such casualties are so- 
great th a t the greatest precaution ought 
invariably to be tak en against too hasty 
interm ents, and in this country the body 
is usually kept long enough to render th e 
fact of death certain, though in some parts 
of Europe funerals do not tak e place u ntil 
six o r seven days after death.

W a s h in g t o n , February 2 1 .— A decision 
was rendered in the U nited States Supreme 
Court tliis afternoon, in the case of the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande Railway Company vs.

Company, upon a petition for a writ of man­ 
damus. 
The w rit was asked for by the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande Railway Company, upon 
the ground th at the U nited States Circuit 
Court for the District of Colorado had disre­ 
garded the mandate of this Court in its de­ 
cision of the points at issue at its last term. 
This Court, however, denies the petition for 
a mandamus, upon the ground tia t as to the 
substantial m atters complained of by the 
Denver Company, the Circuit I h u rt was at 
liberty to exercise its judicial discretion, and 
that in such ca.-es the remedy for errors com­ 
mitted was by appeal, and not by mandamus. 
This Court, however, declines to express 
any opinion 
r.g to whether the decrees 
of 
July, 
1879, 
and 
January. 
1880. 
contain 
errors 
to 
the 
prejudice 
of 
either parly, hi t as the rights of th« Denver 
Company will cease under the provisions of 
an A ct of Congress in 1882 as to the portion 
of its road then finished, this Court consid­ 
ers it its duty to afford the parties an early 
final determination of their controveisy upon 
1 its merits. 
I t therefore announces that upon 
the perfection of the appeal, and upon filing 
a transcript, it will hear a motion to advance 
tho cause for consideration a t the prerent 
term.

In conversation with a T tines 
corespondent, Pitkin represented th at the 
condition of affairs in the vicinity of Los 
Pinos, where the W hite River Utes are now 
encamped, is very serious, and th at the set­ 
tlements are kept in a state of constant ap­ 
prehension by hostile demonstrations of In ­ 
dians. 
Pitkin to-iiav received petitions signed by 
many people residing at Ouray, Dallas and 
Uncompahgre Park, in which attention is di­ 
rected to their condition an d an urgent ap­ 
peal made fur assistance and m ilitary protec­ 
tion. 
The troubles of last fail prevented 
freighters from taking the usual winter sup­ 
plies to Ouray county, and the fear of Indi­ 
ans still deters them. 
The result is th at the 
people in that section are actually suffering 
for the necessaries uf life. 
In another peti­ 
tion received to-day by Pitkin from Portland, 
a mining camp in Ouray county, the writer 
appeals in behalf of himself and family and 
the inhabitants of Uncompahgre Park for 
protection against the Utes. 
“ Dur lives and 
property,” the petitioner declares, “ are at 
the mercy of the savages.”

New Y ork, l ’ebiuary 2d.—The Times 
comments as follows on certain Utah affairs : 
A curious phase of the Mormon difficulty is 
[.resented iu an alleged scheme by which all 
cf the arable land of the Territory is mon­ 
opolized by Mormons to the exclusion of ail 
other persons. 
Every person familiar with 
U tah regions has noticed that the Mormons 
plant a “ city ” wherevtr they plant a colony. 
These so-called cities aie used to tuke up vast 
tracts of land under the laws of the U nited 
States, 
though 
the 
“ cities” are merely 
shams. 
Thus one < t these fraudulent com­ 
munities with a big name attached to it, 
though only a hamlet in the sagebrush, with 
000 inhabitants, claims and receives from the 
Government a tract of land containing four 
square mile*.

LGOAL INTELLIGENCE. 


M etropolitan T heater. — The CoIviRe 
Burlesque Opera Company hegan a week's 
engagement at the theater last evening to a 
very large house in every part. Samuel Col­ 
ville is Manager, Jease Williams Musical 
and Stage Director, and Wm. Forrester Stage 
Manager. The company consists of some 
thirty performers, the major portion being 
pretty women, who seem peculiarly adapted 
to the style of burlesque the company pre­ 
sents. The chief of these are Miss Kme 
Roseau, who is very prepossessing, sings 
prettily, and acts with a quiet grace and an 
archness that make her a favorite at 
once; Itose Leighton, Kate Kverleigh, 
Lila Chapman, Ada Lee and Carrie 
McHenry, all attractive in person, ready in 
stage business, graceful and generally good 
in the burlesque line. Beside these there are 
some fifteen other female members of the 
company who fill the parts allotted to them 
well. The men of the troupe are not so 
numerous, but are all good upon the stage. 
Boland Heed is n low comedian of excellent 
parts, is an inimitable mimic, and brimful of 
humor. B. E. Graham is a grotesque actor, 
quite the equal of iteed, while A. W. Mafiin, 
in the same line of characters, while less a 
mimic, makes up for it by comical nimble­ 
ness and humorous acrobatic efforts. One of 
the best features of the combination is a very- 
good. well-balanced male quartet, composed 
of Messrs. Ambcrg, Frail, Adair and De 
Smith. The costnmery of the Colville Troupe 
is very rich—some of it dazzling. The choruses 
of the company are not musically superior, 
nor are there any striking solo singers, but 
the chorus and the soloists are pleasing, viva­ 
cious and perfectly familiar with their scores. 
There is no pretense made of great musical 
excellence, and there can he no disappoint­ 
ment on that score. The company professes 
to entertain by the presentation of light, 
musical, mirthful and grotesque pieces, 
played by handsome and graceful women 
and capable low comedians and character 
actnr.s, and it keeps good its profession in 
letter and spirit. It entertains, and that is 
the best evidence of its capability. 
Last 
evening it presented the burlesque extrava­ 
ganza of “ Cinderella, or the Little Glass 
Slipper.’’ 
It was given with precision, 
with fight, tripping and mirthful mitoie, 
with just enough of the extravagant 
in acting', and just enough of localization 
in the text to make it thoroughly entertain­ 
ing. The costuming was unobjectionable for 
the burlesque business, the text free from 
anything liable to offend, and the whole per­ 
formance one which tends to drive dull care 
away aud afford the auditor two hours and a 
half of complete relaxation and merriment. 
The pronounced manifestations of pleasure 
on the part of the large audience last evening 
evidences the popularity of this kind of enter­ 
tainment and the favor with which the Col­ 
ville troupe is received here. This evening 
the burlesque “ Bohemian Gy-url,” and it is 
entirely safe to predict that the gy-url will be 
met by another full house. 
Capitol Xote.—The Senate Judiciary 
Committee met last evening to consider the 
Senate bill providing for the regulation of 
telegraphic rates on lines in California, by 
the establishment of the uniform tariff of 
‘25 cents for the first ten words and five cents 
for each subsequent ten words. The merits 
of the hill wrre entered upon and considered 
in detail. W. II. L. P.irnes of San Fran­ 
cisco appeared for the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company and opposed the bill at 
length, the main objections advanced being 
that it would compel the company to 
abandon several branch lines aud to close 
up a large number of offices interme­ 
diate between the terminal points of long 
lines, which are dependent for their exist­ 
ence, not upon the business originating at 
such offices, and which is wholly insufficient, 
but upon the general business of the line, and 
that greater rates must be charged for long 
distances than for short in order to produce a 
sufficient revenue to en ble the intermediate 
and lion-self-supporting stations to be 
kept open for public convenience. He dwelt 
upon the cost of maintaining long lines 
in sparsely settled districts and offered in sup­ 
port of his objection, to lay open to the com­ 
mittee the books of the company. Senator 
Johnson offered an amendment to the hill 
making it a crime on the part of a company 
to discontinue a telegraph office. After a 
very hot debate a «ub-committee was ap­ 
pointed to examine into the facts involved 
and report its conclusions. 
Street I mprovements.—The Street Com­ 
missioner has a force of men at work filling 
in and grading N street, from Nineteenth to 
Thirtieth, and Front street, from R to Y 
street levee. The contract for graveling L 
street, between Tenth and Fifteenth, was let 
prior to taking of effect of the new Constitu­ 
tion, and the work, it is expected, will he en­ 
tered upon soon. (Elite a change took effect 
upon the 1st of Januaty as to the method of 
procedure ia making street improvements, 
lender the old Constitution a contract was 
let, and within ten days thereafter the assess­ 
ment was required to be made. The present 
Constitution provides that the assessment 
shall lie made and money collected and paid 
into the treasury before the contract may be 
let. By the former law assessments were 
made by the front foot, without regard to the 
depth of lot. Now they are to be made in 
accordance with the benefits derived, which 
is understood to mean that all the property 
will he assessed back to the alleys, whether 
having a frontage upon the street to be im­ 
proved or otherwise. 
B oard ok H ealth.—The City Board of 
Health met last evening at the office of the 
Secretary. Present—Drs. Hughson, Dixon, 
Henry, Fyburn and Kellogg, and Health 
Officer Young. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read and approved. The re­ 
port of Health Officer Young was read and 
placed on file. Reports from the Dispen­ 
sary were read and placed on file. 
Dr. 
Dixon stated that as the city cemeteries 
were outside of the city limits, our laws con­ 
trolling burial permits were powerless, and 
the vital statistics thereby vitiated, and 
moved that a committee of one be appointed 
to confer with our legislative representatives 
in regard to having a bill properly drawn and 
introduced in the Legislature which shall 
place the city cemeteries under the control of 
the city authorities. 
The motion _ was 
adopted, and Miss Dr. Kellogg was appointed 
such committee. 
The Secretary was in­ 
structed to procure blanks for death returns 
for the use of the Superintendent of the City 
Cemeteries. The Board then adjourned. 
T he Steer Case.—In the Superior Court 
yesterday the cause of J. F. Glading vs. Six 
Spotted Steers, for damage by trespass, came 
up for trial. Though the defendants failed 
to appear ir. Court the case was argued, sub­ 
mitted and taken under advisement. The 
proceeding was somewhat unusual, as the 
law allows every defendant a trial in open 
Court and a trial by a jury of his peers. 
Since hv the very nature of circumstances 
the high step, the small doors, and the 
smallness of the jury-box, such a proceeding 
was impossible, it is now thought that the 
defendants may demand that the Court ad­ 
journ to some pasture, where said defend­ 
ants, being on their native heath, can protect 
their graminivorous rights. 
F b e io e t M ovem ents. — There were for­ 
warded to the East yesterday 1 car-load of 
leather, 3 of wool, 7 of barley, 1 of salmon, 
1 of meaahandise and 1 of coke. There were 
received here 6 car-loads of graven 1 car of 
cobbles, 2 of wood, 2 of oil, 1 of material. 1 
of buggies, 1 of lumber, 1 of sundries. 2 of 
hogs, and 1 of fruit and hides.

He comments upon 
the treadic ship as being of a high char­ 
acter, and embracing citizens drawn 
from the hest of California’» population. The 
1 '.¡iifomia jurisdiction was set apart from the 
National jurisdiction in July. 1878, wilh ¡1 
1 .• nig* s and 2,100 members. On the 26th tin- 
first death occurred, and the benefit of 82,000 
was paid. Up to July 30, 1379, there were

>hip i f 4,537.3, or one to each 102.13 men, 
or 6.16 to each 1,000.

12.20, the mean being 11.09, and he compares 
these figures to the 6.10 of the Order for the 
past year, and elaborates upon the subject. 
The 27 deaths called for >54,000, or 
812 34 per member, with 86 dues, 
making a total of $18 31 for all ex­ 
panses of beneficial assurance, and advan­ 
tages of fraternal union, assistance and relief. 
He compares these figures with those of other 
institutions, favorably to the Order, and 
draws the conclusion that wiiile flattering, 
they are not to be taken as a basis for the fu­ 
ture, as there must be a reasonable increase of 
expense as years advance. He urges stricter 
medical examinations anil more caution in se­ 
lecting members. He presents these statistics: 
Deaths since July 16, lb78, 43 ; average age 
at death, 37 years, 9 months; average dura­ 
tion of membership in the Order, 11 years, 9 
months; number of charter members who 
died of disease, 18; number ef members who 
died of pulmonary or heart disease, 9 : from 
effects of liquor, 8 : from accident and mur­ 
der, 10; from suicide, 4. Number of assess­ 
ments since July 16, 1S7S, 19; deaths in 1879, 
•12 ; assessments in 1879, 14 ; average cost of 
each death per member during 1879, 29 A cents. 
He urges at this point greater stringency of 
rule regarding examination for traces of pul­ 
monary disease, and points out the large 
number of deaths from the inordinate use of 
liquors. He gives a history of his calling 
attention to a card issued during the new 
Constitution campaign, and explains his posi­ 
tion. He opposes the proposition not to pay 
on death of suicides, and argues against such 
suggested legislation. He reviews the history 
of the “ yellow fever appeal,” and the call for 
aid from the East, in which he opposed and 
defeated an assessment upon the California 
jurisdiction, and the sum of 84,931 26 was 
raised by subscription and forwarded for the 
relief of the Supreme Lodge. He recites 
his rulings aud decisions during the 
year, and reports several appeals for 
consideration. He recommends that the 
Constitution of the Lodges be amended so as 
to separate the offenses recognized and the 
penalties affixed. During the year he an­ 
swered questions which lie asks the Grand 
Lodge to approve, as follows: An unpaid 
assessment works a suspension of the bene­ 
ficial certificate; a member cannot he sus­ 
pended for non-payment if he has money in 
the general fund to pay his assessment; a 
Lodge warrant is a draft and negotiable ; all 
Lodges in existence July 1st a::d January 1st 
must pay the per capita tax; a Hind man is 
not eligible to membership; the Overseer pro 
tem. cannot, if he has filled no higher office, 
confer the Junior V7orkman’s degree ; Grand 
Lodge Trustees are officer- of it under the 
laws of California, an! entitled to the privi­ 
leges of Representatives ; a physician’s re­ 
jection is final for -six months; the Lodge 
Trustee is not such an officer as gains honors : 
a Lodge cannot consider the application of 
one who is 50 years of age or over, aud rnu-t 
simply return the application, and cannot 
blaek-li.-t the name for false statement as to 
age; one six months in arrears for dues is 
suspended by the law. He reports an official 
committee examination into the account.-- and 
funds with the Grand Recorder and Grand 
Receiver, and that the same v. ere found cor­ 
rect. During the year the Grand Master 
traveled 2,900 miles for the Older, and was in 
communication with every Lodge. His ex­ 
penses were 8517 90. The report will be re­ 
ferred to committees at to-day’s session. 
To-night the Grand Lodge meets the Sacra­ 
mento Lodges in their Lodge-rooin for in­ 
struction and work, and will reassemble again 
tomorrow morning at Turner Hall. 
The General and Reception Committees of 
the Sacramento Lodges give notice elsewhere 
to members of the Order who may have failed 
to receive free tickets for an entertainment 
tendered the Grand Lodge, where the tickets 
may be procured. The same committees give 
notice to delegated sub-committees on recep­ 
tion of visitors at the depots and hotels.

ORDER OF CAUCASIANS. 
The fourth annual session of the Supreme 
Encampment, Order of Caucasians, met at 
the hall of the Grand Army of the Republic 
last evening, A. A. Smith, Deputy Supreme 
Chief, in the chair. 
The Chairman made a few brief remarks 
in reference to the principles and objects of 
the Order, after which, on motion of E. M. 
Brae», a committee of three, consisting of 
Samuel Scott, of Amador, A. I. Zekind, of 
Nevada City, and T. H. Gartlin, of lone, 
was appointed on Credentials. Also a com­ 
mittee of three on Order of Business, con­ 
sisting of Theodore Schwartz of Amador, 
Joseph Davis, of Reno, and W, B. G. Kel­ 
ler, of Sacramento. 
The session will commence in earnest at 10 
A. si. to-day, to which time the Encampment 
has adjourned. There was quite a large at­ 
tendance last evening, and more delegates, it 
is announced, will arrive to-day. 
The Supremo Secretary sets forth the ob­ 
jects and purposes of the Order in this 
language : 
“ The Supreme Encampment 
was incorporated on the 21st of March, 1877. 
The main object of the Order is to neutralize 
the effect of .Mongolian labor, to protect and 
-elevate Caucasian labor, the promotion of 
social and intellectual intercourse among its 
members, and the establishment of a system 
of general philanthropy, charity and benevo­ 
lence, providing for the Hick and distressed, 
the widow and orphan ; for the decent inter­ 
ment ot its deceased members; for effecting 
uniformity in the administration of the 
privileges, laws and benefits conferred, and 
the promotion of learning among its mem­ 
bers. At the last session the Order adopted an 
endowment plan, similar to that of the A. 
O. U! W„ and which seems to be a success.” 
P erhaps a Murder.—Last Friday at Se­ 
bastopol, about twenty-five miles southeast 
of Sacramento, a man named Thomas 
Hughes died very suddenly, and was buried 
last Sunday without the Coroner being noti­ 
fied of the occurrence. This, combined with 
other circumstances, led certain parties to 
believe that the case was a proper one for of­ 
ficial investigation. Yesterday Coroner Ver- 
milya and H. S. Beals, Public Administrator, 
were notified of the matter and to-dav will 
visit the place. Deceased was a miner, lived 
the life of a hermit, and was supposed to 
have both money and goldduat secreted about 
his cabin and mine, some of which was found 
after his death. It is reported that several 
months since he was visited at night by a 
party of masked men who beat him severely, 
hut failed in their purpose of securing money. 
It is claimed that he recognized one of the 
parties by the sound of his voice, and tha° 
inquiry may show that the same parties who 
were masked know the ca*se of his death. 
F ir e Alarm.—The tire alarm at 7 v. m. 
last evening was caused by the burning out 
of a chimney at the residence of A. Denr.ery 
at the southeast corner of Seventh and N 
streets. The signal was given from box 15, 
and as the engine-houses of Nos. 1 and 2 are 
at equal distances, there was a race to see 
which engine would first arrive at the fire. 
Both reached the place in a short space of 
time.
